Dear Councilmember Huizar, 


On behalf of the LA Fashion District BID, I am writing to express our full support and enthusiasm for the 
proposed upgrade to San Pedro Street between Temple Street and Ninth Streets with bike lanes, new 
high-visibility crosswalks and exclusive left-turn lanes. The proposal includes a portion of the Fashion 
District between 7 th and 9 th Streets. 

We fully support the proposed improvements as we see San Pedro Street as an important thoroughfare 
that connects Little Tokyo, Industrial, and Fashion Districts. Furthermore, the addition of bike lanes will 
create safer, multi-modal transportation options in an area that is desperately lacking in transportation 
options other than by car. 

We also want to express the need for improvements to the 7 th Street corridor. This east-west 
thoroughfare connects the 7 th and Metro Mobility Hub to Historic Core, Fashion, Industrial and the Arts 
Districts. We would urge the City to look at an improved DASH line, installing bicycle lanes and 
crosswalk improvements. We have been working with the Industrial BID and your office, which has 
been very responsive, to see what it takes to implement these improvements. We look forward to 
assisting in leading such a project along 7 th Street.

Subject: Shooting this morning 


There was a shooting at 7am at Crocker and Agatha, near our office. By the time police 
arrived there were no victims or suspects to be found and the encampment dwellers were 
uncooperative. All that was left was a vehicle with windows shot out. 

I've spoken this morning with Deputy Chief Arcos and the captains of both Newton and 
Central. This is further evidence of the escalation of problems south of 7th with 
encampments spilling across the Newton and Central boundary. Central Captain Reina 
told me he is going to put some of his resources on the 7th corridor to try to help out 
Newton, for which this is an "edge" area where they don't have the level of resources to 
deal with skid-row level problems. 

This past week we held a meeting at CCEA with LAPD, City Attorney and Bureau of 
Sanitation. Forty merchants located south of 7th attended and gave emotional first-person 
accounts of intimidation. One very large encampment where there is narcotic and 
prostitution activity had two pit bulls running loose. Those dogs were removed by the 
City the day after our meeting. 

On Thursday one of our sweepers was attacked by a female transient on 7th & Towne. 
Thankfully he was not seriously hurt.
